THE INCIDENTS OF THE DAY. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 1.—[Special.]— 
The democracy of Tidiana assembled today 
at the shrine.of Thomas A. Hendricks. 

While he lived the pride of his party, and at 
the time of his death the hope of the nation, 
no naine holds a brighter page in the annals 
of American history than that of Hendricks, 
and when the passions of the hour shall have 
passed away, he will be remembered: asa 
patriot who loved his coantry, and one in 
whose heart there was bitterness toward none 
of his countrymen. 

To perpetuate these qualities of head and 
heart; toemphasize the devotion of friends 
and their appreciation of a noble career, the 
mouument was unveiled today. 

The words of Indiana’s great poet, James 
Whitcomb Riley, read before thousands of 
hearers, will become the refrain of theages: 
Pridé of: thy Westiand, and loved of the Nation! 

Leader invincible! Ruler most wise! 

Fevered nor flushed by the throng’s acclamation, 

Steadfastly poised as a star in the skies! 

Paths that were night to us 
Thou cdidst make bright to us— 
Brightening still. till the transcendent shine, 

Swiftly withdrawn froim us, 

Now thou art gone from us, 
Haloes thy deeds with a glory divine. 


Versed as thou wert in the lore of the ages, 
Voiced as a master in lofty debate, 
Thine was an eloquence History's pages 
Rustling whisper in vain to relate.— 
Mute there the wonderful 
Pathos, or thunderful 
Flathes of denunciation—not jeers! 
Sifent the dutiful 
Scorn, and the beautiful 
Tribute of tremulous subbing and tears! 


Chine, thea, the meed of a people’s affection

It was a moment of intense interest when 
Mrs. Hendricks, the widow of the revered 
statesman, who had been escorted to the 
stand by Chairman Rand, ~ = drew the 
curtains aside and exposed to view 
the bronze features of the one she 
loved. Mrs. Hendricks, who is a lady of 
queeuly air, looked up a moment neryously at 
the hidden pile, then dtawing quickly aside 
the colors, revealed there stood before her, 
almostin life, the form and features of her hus- 
band. For an instant the multitude looked in 
thought, and catching the features of the 
great commoner, burst into! a loud cheer, 
which bespoke their appreciation of the 
artist’s work. , 

It wasa notable throng which had gathered 
there. Democratic clubs from Chicago and 
Cincinnati, people from every county in the 
state, the school children who held a place of 
honor, so thatage and youth, rich and poor, 
proud and humble, were united as never before 
to honor one who had devoted his life to the 
welfare of his fellowman. 

Upon the stage for the occasion sat Governor 
Hovey, of Indiana, who opened the ceremo- 
nies by inviting Mr. Rand to the chair; Goy- 
ernor Hill, of New York; Governor Campbell, 
of Ohio, and Governor Francis, of Missouri. 

Senator Turpie delivered the address of the 
oceasion, in which he fittingly told the story of 
Hendricks’s life, and emphasized the virtues 
which made his name dear to the people. He 


“was followed by Governors Hill, Francis and 


Campbell, while the exercises were closed 
with a benediction by Bishop Chatard,.of the 
Roman Catholic church. 

The crowds then slowly melted away, leav- 
ing the statue to occupy its place for al] time 
to come. 

The statue is a remarkable work of art. 
The work has been two years in progress, 
$40,000 having been subscribed and paid in to 
defray its cost. The sculptor is ‘R. H. Parks, 
and the result of his work is more than satis- 
factory. The statue is of bronze, fourteen and 
a half feet high, and cast in a single piece* 
Figures of History and Justice adorn the 
pedestal. The process of wax molding in a 
single piece is an ancient art, lost thrge centu- 
ries ago, and only rediscovered within a gener- 
tion. Nowit is only practiced at.the Royal 
foundry in Rome, where this statue was cast, 
and at a foundryin Florence. The clay model, 
which was the work of five months, weighed 
when completed 13,000 pounds, and the statue 
weighs more than twice as much. 
Four months were consumed in_ the 
process of casting. The pedestal is 
of gtanite, imported from the Bavano 
quarries in Italy. This stone is of a light 
coral tint, and has been used for some of the 
famous statues in Europe. The base is 
twenty-nine feet long by twenty-one feet wide, 
and islaid in three courses, each one about 
twelve inches high, rising like steps to the die 
in the center. 

On each side of the monument there is a 
niche. That in front bears the only inscrip- 
tion on the monument—the singlé word “‘Hen- 
dricks,’’ chiseled in the stone;and finished with 
gold leaf. Below the name is a bronze 
wreath of oak and laurel leaves nearly three 
feet in diameter. It was cast at the royal 
foundry in Rome where moulding is carried to 


- the perfection of art, and where it is not un- 


common to, use natural leaves or flowers as 
models. This particular wreath was ex- 
hibitedin Paris, where a gold medal was 
awarded it, and where Mr. Parks bought it for 


the decoration of this monument. Above the 


niche which is thus adorned is a United States 
shield in bronze, with a spray of laurel, falling 
across it. 

In the niches to the north and south are the 
figures already mentioned, of History and Jus- 
tice. They are about two feet in height, and, 
like the statue which stands- between and 
above them, they are the work of Mr. Parks, 
and were cast by the wax-moulding process in 
Rome. : 

At.the four corners of the’ are fluted 

umns, each surmounted bya globe with 
bronze ornamentation. Above all thisis a 
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into his unbuttoned waistcoat, andin his left 
hand isa parchment roll. On his face is an 
expression of concentration, and he has the 
appearance of being about to address an. audi- 
ence. The likeness is pronounced remarkably 
accurate by those who knew him in life. In 
his modeling, which took him five months, the 
sculptor worked with the ‘death. mask’’ con- 
stantly before him. 
Hendricks in History. 

Thomas A. Hendricks, like so many others 
who have risen to distinction in American pol- 
ities, sprung from the ranks of the common 
people, and was, in every respect, a _ self-inade 
man. The vicissitudes of frontier life imbued 
him with that sturdy independence which was 
ever afterwards a distinguishing trait, while 
his struggles over adversity brought him into 
contact with the masses of the people and ere- 
ated within him-that great sympathy which 
brought him into such close relationship with 
them. He was ever the champion of the poor, 
an advocate of the largest liberty consistent 
with law, and an enemy of sham and intrigue. 

It is these qualities which have made his 
career so prominent since the w&r. 

It was as a senator of the United States from 
the state of Indiana thatthe influence of Mr. 
Hendricks first became widely felt. When 
Andrew Johnson assumed the presidency, he 
found himself on asea of passion and preju- 
dice. The people of the north were victorious 
and arrogant; those of the south defeated and 
disspirited. The man on horseback rode rough- 
shod over the manon foot—it wasa nation 
in the arms of military despotism, on 
the “ one hand; or swayed by the 
frenzy of fanaticism on the other. The true 
patriot was the man ’*who could restore the 
sway of civil power, and retire the mere sol- 
dier to the rear; one who could appeal to the 
better nature of the victors, and instill hope 
into the hearts of the despondent. President 
Johnson found even in the senate, that repos- 
itory of conservatism, the wildest fanaticism 
and the bitterest hate. Such men as Morton, 
Drake, Sumner, and others, controlling the 
majority, were breathing vengeance and de- 
struction to an already overpowered foe. 
Amid this storm of hate and turbulence 
there were a few who remembered 
their better nature as American citizens, and 
who looked forward to a happy re-establish- 
ment of fraternity between all the people of 
the union. How king-like appeared the form 
of Hendricks, as he moved amid these warning 
elements, urging peace and conciliation ! There 
was thatin his voice and mien and manner 
which attracted foes and fastened friends. 
Like the breath of a summer morning on an 
arctic day, his influence softened the heart and 
aroused the better sensibilities of the people 
who watched him. As he opposed proscrip- 
tion, urged justice and pleaded for .reconcilia- 
tion,it isno wonder that those who,in the north, 
loved the union, as well as thosein the south 
who mourned the confederacy, should turn to 
this man of peace as the one who, in the pres- 
idential chair, would maintain the results of 
the war, while making those latelyin arms 
against the union feel at home once more. 

At each recurring national election the dem- 
ocrats of Indiana presented their indomitable 
leader for the nomination, on!y to be switched 
off to appease the demands of New York. 
Twice he secured the nomination to the yice- 
presidency, in. each case giving way for the 
main office to men inferior to himself. 

The campaign of Tilden and Hendricks is 
one which has gone permanently into history. 
It was in the’ centennial year of American 
independence—when the people were teview- 
ing the history of the infant struggles against 
oppression. Tilden had acquired a national 
reputation as a wire-worker—a sori of second 
edition ef Van Buren, into whose democracy 
‘there entered more of business than of princi- 
ple... Still he was-a democrat without sugar- 
coating—his democracy was not a mugwump 
capsule. Whatever of energy 
old time enthusiasm was thrown 
into the campaign was con- 
tributed by Hendricks. The election showed 
the triumph of the ticket, and the democracy. 
of the union went wild over its first victory in 
a quarter of a century. 

In the developments which followed, the 
character of the nominees was brought under 
the fierce light of public opinion. The -New 
Yorker, with an undoubted election, and ow- 
ing it to the people who had elected him to 
give it effect, became timid and nervous. He 
showed that he was neither born to rule nor 
fitted to command. Because of a few business 
interests, he permitted the liberties of the peo- 
ple to be bartered by tricky politicians. 
He valued a bank note higher than he 
did the parchment upon which the-constitu- 
‘tion of his country had been written.

Cuicato, July 1.—The local board of di- 
rectors of the world’s fair met today and by - 
unanimous vote decided, subject to the. .am 4 
proval of the national committee, to hold the 
fair on the lake front and at. Jackson paris. * 
The proportions in which it. shall be divided 
were left undecided, subject to the necessities 
of the case as they might develop, relative to 
securing more or less land on the lake front. 
While the board was in session a deputy 
sheriff served notice upon Chairman 
Gage that a bill for an in- 
junction to restrain the board from 
using thie lake front for the world’s fair pur- 
poses had beenjfiled by abutting property 
owners and that if any attempts were made to 
so use it the complainants would push for the 
issuance of a restraining order.

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NEW. WAR SHIPS. 


The Mevy Department. Invite Proposals 
For Their Building. 
WASHINGTON, July 1.—The navy depart- 
ment has issued a circular inviting proposals 
for building three huge 8,500 ton coast line 
battle ships, whose construction was author- 
ized by the naval appropriation act passed by 
congress aelew days ago. The vessels are to 
cost, exclusive of armament, not more than 
$4,000,000 each, the term armament includin 
besides guns and ammunition, all armor o 
turretis, barbettes, guns, shields and armored 
tubes, directly pertaining to the protection of 
guns and loading itions. All 
parts of the vesse shall be 
of domestic manufacture. Proposals may be 
inade after two classes: For the construction 
of the whole vessel according to the depart- 
ment’s plans and specifications, and for the 
construction of either hulls or machinery, or 
both, according to plans and specifications to 
be submitted by bidders. Fall information of 
all requirements for vessels will be furnished 


on application to the department.

This criminal neglect on the part of those 
democrats places the bill in a position where 
it is. practically certain to vass tomorrow. 
‘Reed has his pirates well in line now. Only 
three of them are with the democrats. They 
are Ewart, of North Carolina; Lehlback, of 
New Jersey, and Coleman of Louisiana. 

Thus the chances are thet tbe bill will pass 
the house tomorrow by-.a majority of probably: 
eight. The democrats succeeded in adopting 
one amendment this afternoon, however, which 
isof some importance. The bill provided for 
juries, all of one party, to try cases of violations 
of the provisions of the bill, while the amend- 
ment adopted this afternoon provides that they 
shall be of both parties. 

The debate today -was heated all through. 
Indeed it was exciting at times, and the gal- 
leries were packed. Although the speeches 
were only five minute talks, many of those made 
by the democrats were effective, while those of 
the republicans were bitter, rank and partisan 
to the core. All of them were attacks upon 
the south. 

Mason, of Illinois,was, perhaps, the bitterest. 
He.said he thought up to ashort time ago, that 
aman who would steal a vote would steal a 
horse. He had changed his opinion however. 
He knew democrats who would not steal a 
hogse, but. he would trust none of them in the 
dark alley with a negro yote. 

JUDGE CRISP’S SPEECH. 

Judge Crisp came in today in the speech of 
the debate. Although he only had five min- 
utes his sentences were effective, and. well 
rounded, while his argument was exceedingly 
strong. He was applauded to the echo. He 
charged that John I. Davenport, the New 
York supervisor, was the moving spirit in 
drawing up the bill. He then proved Daven- 
port to be a corruptionist of the worst type, 
and said Mr. Lodge had robbed him of the 
fame or infamy of being itsazwthor. 

“Now,” he said, pointing to Reed, ‘‘you say 
you want fair elections, that you want pub- 
licity, and you.assert that this bill isto amend 
the existing laws so as to secure that. Under 
the @xisting laws you have publicity. But you 
don’t like that. The existing law enforces home 
rule. The existing law requires the supervis- 
ors to live in the district where he acts. You 
remove what the present law prescribes. You 
remove your supervisor from any part of the 
district that mnay suit your purposes. It is not 
publicity you want, itis power. Then,’ said 
he, ‘‘this bill authorizes the judge to appoint 
the state returning boards, and stated that in 
his district the judge lives in Louisiana, and 
yet he appoints men to certify who are elected 
in Georgia,” 

“You protect that judge,’ he said. “He is 
responsible alone to the house of representa- 
tives. Impeachment can alone reach him 
through the house. Then, again, to illustrate, 
and show that your purpose is to remove this 
question entirely from the people, you repeal 
the statute which was placed upon the statute. 
books for the purpose of _se- 
cwring impartial jurors, and you 
do this upon a bill providing 
pains and penalties for political offenses, O, 
shame, shame, where is thy blush? You want 
an impartial and fair trial. You want an im- 
partial and fair board, and you create pains 
and penalties by this bill, and repeal the law 
which provides for impartial juries to try 
them. Gentlemen say that it is an endeavor 
to mix politics with the judiciary. It hasbeen 
done for some years, but, significantly enough, 
you only seek to remove it when you are creat- 
ing political crimes. It has been well enough 
for ten years past for juries to try questions of 
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nocrats.was.@ southerner, from one of. the 
gulf states. . , 


you are. proposing to place this country under 
the eontrol of the federal judges whom you 
have appoinjed ; federal ofticers that you have 
selected, soas to extend your control. And it 
has been done by caucuses against the judg- 
ment and against the conscience of members.

He was 
shelterless, and -you did not shelterhim. He 
was naked, and you did not clothe him. He 
was a hungered, and you fed him not, and when 
he received the first fruit of his freedom, when 
he attempted to save money, in order to rear a 
roof over the heads of his wife and children, 
or tosavye the money for arainy day, you, 
with your organized Freedman’s bank, stole the 
first fruits of his freedom. You hayeto him 
been a party of ~broken i promises 
and unfulfilled prophecies. No wonder 
that in the language of the bold, independent 
gud patriotic Ewart, of North Carolina, they 
have departed from your ranks. You were 
their friend when it served your purpose to be 
their friend, but not longer. hy have you 
not returned to these people the money stolen 
of them by the Freedman’s bank?. Why was 
it left to Grover Cleveland, ademocratic presi- 
dent, to recommend the refunding of that 
money ?”’ 


The Proceedings in Detail. 


The house resumed consideration of the 
federal clection bill, the pending amendment 
being that offered by Mr. Lehibach, of New 
Jersey, providing that the chief supervisor of 
election for each judicia! district of the United 
States shall take such action as is requisite to 
secure such supervision in every congressional 
district as is provided by the laws of the 
United States. 

Mr. Holman, of Indiana, contended that 
there was no oceasion for the enactment of the 
proposed law. Every member who had 
spoken had repudiated the bill as far as his 
individual district was concerned. 

Mr. Taylor, of Illinois, said that he wanted 
the law in his. district. 

Mr. Holman said the gentleman was the 
only one of 330 members who made that ad- 
mission. Whoelse of the330 members wanted 
this law in his district? . 

Mr. Tavlor said that. he supported the bill 
because he wanted it in his district. He sup- 
ported it because he wanted it for the city he 
in part represented on this floor. 

Chicago did need some of this kind. There 
never had been an election held in Chicago 
where there had not been illegal voters and 
cheating at the polls. While this law was 
needed in Chicago, he did not believe it was 
needed in any other district in the state of 
Iilinois. 

Mr. Springer, of Lilinois, contended that the 
Chieago election law had worked to the satis- 


gard to party. He controverted the assertion 
made by Mr. Houk, of Tennessee, that in re- 
porting the contested election case of, Dean vs. 
Fields in the forty-fifth congress, he (Mr. 
Springer) had taken the very position oceupied 
by this bill. : 

Mr. Hill, of Illinois, opposed the amend- 
ment, and satirically twi the . democrats 
for denouncing the bill, and then rushing , pell 
mell in support of a proposition which made 
the provisions of the measure compulsory, in- 
stead of voluntary. 

Mr. Stone, of Missouri, made a constitu- 
tional argument against the biJl. The men 
who ‘thirty years ago, with rifles in their 
hands, sought to destroy the autonomy of the 
nation, were no more guilty of high treason 
than were the men who, assembled under the 
marble arches and bulging dome of this capi- 
tol, were seeking and plotting to destroy the 
autonomy of states. 

Mr. Hemphill, of South Carolina; said that 
if the bill was so dead that the gentlemen were 
afraid to vote for its general application over 
the United States, why were they such cow- 
ards as to throw upon the po of a r- 
ticular district the odium of the law? Con- 
gress should take the responsibility of the law 
and not place that responsibility in the hands 
of fifty or one hundred men in anyone dis- 
trict. 

Mr. Payne, of New York, said that demo- 
crats were proceeding upon the theory that 
because a plaster is a good thing ona sere spot, 
| it should bé extended over the whole body. 

On arising vote the amendment was re- 
jected—123 to 124. 

On a vote by tellers, the amendment was 
lost—yeas 132, nays 138. 

Mr. Hemphill, of South Carolina, offered an 
amendment eliminating from the bill the pro- 
vision for United States boards of canvassers, 
and providing that from the returns of super- 
visors the chief supervisor shall tabulate and 
forward to the speaker of the house, to be sub- 
mitted by him to the house, the results as they 
appeat therefrom in each congressional dis- 
trict under his jurisdiction in which this act 
has been. in force. , 

Mr. Buckalew, of Pennsylvania, favored the 
amendment as preserving t system which, 
in substance, had always been in force, and 
under which, with a very few exeeptions, had 
there been any complaint of the action of the 
state authorities. 

Mr. Rowell, of Illinois, the amend- 
ment, and advocated the bill. : 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, said that 
the bill put it into the power of United States 
courts to substantially control the house of 
representatives. was not speaking as a 
democrat, but as a citizen looking into the 
future without any regard to the animosities 
of the past. It gave tothe circuit courts the 
power to appoint supervisors and boards of 
canvassers in states where circuit judges did 
not reside. This was not a bill (as the gentile- 
man from Massachusetts had said) to give pub- 
licity.

the Melon Crop—A Barbecue at Cul- 
loden—All Over the State. 


Today. will fine last ‘big day” of the migton 
shipment this year.

Mr. Stahlman. Talks. 

Vice President Stahlman, of the Louisville 
and Nashville, and President Thomas, of the 
Nashville, Chattangoga and St. Louis, both 
left Atlanta last night. 

Mr. Stahlman was asked, just before he left, 
what change of policy the’new lease would 
make in the affairs of the road. 

“It is true,”’ he said, “that the Lonisville 
and ‘Nashville owns ‘a majority of the stock. 
Itowns seven and five-cighth shares in its 
own name, and the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis owns seven and three— 
fourths. The Louisville and Nashville 
owns a controlling interest in the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, giving 
itover fifteen shares out of the twenty-two. 
While that is true, the Louisville and Nash- 
ville have never controlled the management 
of the road. The management, under the 
terms of the old lease, had to remain vested in 
the original lessees. Governor Brown has re- 
mained president, though we owned more 
than two-thirds of the stock. 

‘Now, however, we will have the manage- 
ment of the road.”’ 

“What is to be done with the road ?” 

. “I couldn’t say yet. I see in the papers that 
Wwe are going on to Cliarleston.

The Rescuing Party at Hill Farm Mine : tae 
_. bandon Their Work. 

Dunbar, Pa., July 1—The rescuers dug 
through into Hill Farm mine at 3:30 o’elock 
this morning, but before they had gone far fire 
and black damp were encountered and the 
men quickly made their way out of the dan- 
gerous pit. Fans were then started, and at 9 
o’clock this morning nine selected mén, includ- 
ing three mine inspectors; District Master 
Workman Watchern and Superintendent Hill, 
started on search for the thirty entombed men. 
At 11 o’clock nothing had been heard from 
them. There is scarcely any hope that any of 
the imprisoned men are alive. 

DRIVEN BACK BY SMOKE. 

The exploring party were driven back by 
smoke; after advancing ten feetin the Hill 
Farm mine.. Two dinner buckets and coats 
were found by the party. 

Itis certain now that the mine is full and 
has been full of smoke and deadly black damp. 
There seems to be no doubt that the entombed 
miners are all dead, and it is new a question 
whether their bodies can be recovered, A car 
load of coffins arrived this morning, The ques- 
tion is, When will they be used? The thirty- 
one men in the slope were undoubtedly burned 
to death. The work of rescue has been aban- 
doned. 

Fifteen anda half days have elapsed since 
that flash of gas set fire to Hill Farm mine. 
Hopé and work was abandoned this evening 
at 6 o’clock, and the dust and ashes of the 
thirty-one imprisoned men may rest beneath 
Dunbar hill till the last day shall come. 

Tonight the caskets which were so carefully 
and secretly carried up to the mine were ag 
quiet.y brought back. So were the stretchers 
and blankets and medicines brought to the

Cotvmsu, S. C., July 1.—[Special.]—The 
Campaign meeting at Winnsboro, Fairfield 
county, today, nearly resulted in a serious riot 
between the Tillman and anti-Tillman fac- 
tion >. 

There were about 1,500 persons at the meet- 
ing, many of whom were ladies. Two-thirds 
Were opposed to Tillman. General Earle, one 
of the candidates for governor on the ‘‘straight 
ont ticket,” was frequently interrupted by the 
Tillman men, and one of these proposing to 
pall Earle off the, stand, was attacked, and 
this nearly led to bloodshed. 

Upon Tillman’s getting up to speak, the op- 
position outnumbering his supporters, they 
hissed him until he finally declined to speak, 
and took up a seat. His friends, however, 
mounted the stand, and, taking him up bodily, 
brought him to the front and begged him to re- 
gumehisspeech. At this point the state sena- 
tor came to the front and called the attention 
of the audience to the fact that twenty of Mr. 
_‘Fillman’s supporters on the stand had their 
hands on their pistols. 

THE LADIES FLED. , - , 

At this announcemet there was great con- 
fasion. The ladies fled from the meeting# An 
eye witness reports a hundred pistols in sight 
atthe same moment.- A terrible riot was 
momentarily expected, and a single shot or a 
blow would have brought iton.

The stench of burning human 
flesh sickened them, but they visited 
nine places where the men were known to 
have been at work. Two dinner pails were 
found with the dinners untouched, and two 
coats. Picks and shovels were all lying just 
as & man would drop thém as he started on a 
dead run for his life. One mule was found 
dead and putrified. Otherwise, no trace of the 
men could be found. While prosecuting their 
search still further, they ran _ into 
a dense cloud of black damp which put out 
their lights. A struggle for life then followed, 
but they succeeded in getting back to the rest 
of the — After a sad consultation it was 
decided to abandon the search, and the 
party left the pit to ‘tell the friends and 
relatives of -he entombed men that the search 
could not be prosecuted further. The company 
will now make an effort to extinguish the 
fire and save some oftheir property. Superin- 
tendent Hill announced that all the rescurers 
would be paid for their work by the company 
tomorrow.

The State Convention Adopts Some Strong 
Resolutions, 

JACKSON, Miss., July 1.—[Special.]—The 
state prohibition convention here today de- 
nounced the Lousiana lottery, expressed sym- 
pathy and tendered the anti-lottery people in 
Louisiana their moral support, urged that the 
constitutional convention to assemble in Au- 
gust, embody constitutional prohibition in the 
new constitution, and adopted the following 
declaration of principles: 


We reaffirm with a new emphasis, our opposi-

We hold the rum power to be an enemy to God 
and to humanity, and we have no compromise to

We reaffirm our devotion to the legal and con- 
stitutional prohibition of the liquor traffic. 

We congratulate the state on the calling ofa 
constitutional convention, and on the prospects of 
the assembling of anable and patriotic dy in 
the capital, shortly, to establish the common- 
wealth on a foundation of peace, and we enter our 
protest against any form of license of saloons or 
gambling institutions being grafted on the new 
constitution. 

We demand that the phersigaed between the 
saloons and the state shall cease. 

We favor scientific instruction in all the pub- 
lic schools of the state on the dangers of alco- 
hol and narcotics, and pledge ourselves to con- 
tinue our -efforts in this behalf till Mississippi 
takes her place in the ranks of the most advanced 
states of the union. 

We favor the continuous agitation of the ques- 
tion of prohibition till every saloon thal] be ban- 
ished from the state and a wall of sentiment shall 
be built up around the homes of the people so 
strong and ee that all your citizens, 
high and low, shall be safe from the invasions of 
this enemy of mankind.

Colonel Chipley produced photographs of 
the interest-bearing notes given by Callin the 
Norfolk bank transaction, and which the latter 
had declared he had never given. :

In 1885 a law was passed to “encourage 
search for phosphate rock and phosphate de- 
posits, by granting to those who find it the 
right to dig, mine and remove the samé in and 
from the beds and margins of the navigable 
streams and waters of the state of Georgia.” 

Under this act valuable privileges were 
granted the finders of such deposits.

Resolved, That while we, the colleagues and co- 
workers of Willis F. Westmoreland, M.D., rey- 
erently accept the divine decree that takes from 


There Colonel Rice’s father became a min- 
ister of the Baptist church, in which capacity 
he labored for many years. Among other 
things he helped to organize the First Baptist 


church in Atlanta, in 1848. 

After a long life of love and labor this man 
of God passed peacefully away at his home at 
Powder Springs in 1352. 

Colonel Rice received but a limited educa- 
tion, but he possessed a natural love for ex- 
citing adventures, which caused him to vol- 
unteer, at the age of fifteen, as a militiaman 
under Captain J. M. Word. He saw his first 
active service in assisting to remove the Cher- 
okee Indians from Georgia. 

After a six months’ military experience he 
returned to Georgia atid engaged himself &8 a 
clerk in the store of Genetal A. A. Austell, 
in Campbell county. But his ambition 
was like that of Davy Crockett, to ‘‘goahead ;’’ 
and in 1843 he started a@ store on his own 
accountin the same county, which proved 
very successful. 

In 1847 he removed to Atlanta and formed a 
partnership with Mr. H. C. Holcomb, and be- 
sides conducting their mercantile business 
they leased Washington hall and made money 
in both ventures. 

But the gold fever of ’49 caught him, and 
after a somewhat checkered career. on the 
voyage thence and after his arrival, he 
“struck it rich,’’ and erected the first quartz 
mill ever put upin Amadorcounty. Three 
years of uninterrupted success satisfied him, 
and he returned to Atlanta in 1854and engaged 
in mercantile pursuits,in which his energy 
and perseverance were crowned with his 
usual success until the war came on. 

The sound of the fifeanddrum awakened 
all the old martial enthusiasm that had been 
smouldering in his bosom, and again the mer- 
chant became a soldier. 

In August, 1861, he enlisted in the Fulton 
Dragoons, of which he was elected first lieu- 
tenant, and with the Dragoons he became a 
part of the famous Cobb legion, a band of he- 


.roes whose names will live in song and story 


as long.as time endures. 

Promotions followed thick and fast. Decem- 
ber 17, 1861, he was promoted to the rank of 
eaptain, and January 9, 1863, he became a 
major in Cobb’s cava ary legion. 

In 1864, he return to Georgia and was 

made lieutenant-colonel of a regiment of state 
sroops. With this regiment, a part of General 
G. W. Smith’s command, he remained until 
the close of the war, having proven a gallant 
soldier and brave officer during his career in 
the war between the states. 
“After the war Colonel Rice returned to At- 
ianta, and went to work with all his accus- 
tomed energy. He engaged in a number of 
mercantile enterprises, all of which were suc- 
cessful. 

\He had long been one of the large owners of 
real estate in the city, and his probity and 
judgment in business matters were proverbial. 

aman he was universally . loved 
and admired, and as a citizen no man 
enjoyed the respect and esteem of his fel- 
lows more than Colonel Rice. 

Colonel Rice was married to Miss Louisa R. 
Green, of Douglas county, in 1855, and two 
sons, Mr, John W. Rice, who is in the foundry 
business in this city, and Mr. Parker M. Rice, 
connected with the Concord Woolen mills, of

Quay and His Man Delamater. e 

A few months ago, the New York World, 
publishing a history of Matthew S. Quay, 
the recognized head of the republican party, 
and the confidential friend and adviser of 
Benjamin Harrison, charged that he was a 
thief and an embezzler, and offered to prove 
the charge in a court of law.

At a public meeting 
held at Bradford, Pa., in April last, ex-Sen- 
ator Lewis Emery, Jr., a@ republican and a 
responsible citizen, preferred the fellowing 
charges against Delamater: 2s 

Farge that Setiator George W. Delamater pur- 
chased’ his election td thé senate of this state in 
1880; that he direotty bribed citizens of Crawford 
county to vote for him at the general election, and 
that when a memorial had been contemplated to 
prevent him from taking the oath of office, he 
paid large sums of money forthe suppression of 
the said memorial. 

I charge that he.did take the oath of office, 
thereby committing the crime against the good 


name and the statutes of the commonwealth. 
I charge also that during his services in the 


senate he attempted to alter a public record by 
framing a conference report on a bill before it had 
been properly considered, contrary to all rules of 
practice, and signing or having had signed the 
names of the committee, and in so doing offended 
the dignity of the legislature and the law of the 
commonwealth. 

I make these charges without fear of contradic- 
tion, and court an action at law, whereby I may 
set my proof before the people oath-bound. 

An honest man would have made prompt 
response to these charges, but two months 
have passed, and Delamater is still silent. 
He is the republican candidate for governor, 
and the republican party will gladly vote for 
him. From the hands of such a party as 
this, the country must be wrested by the 
honest people. 


A Sweetheart in Court. 

The famous Police Judge Duffy, of New 
York, is generally stern and dignified, but 
he was completely upset, the other day, by 
a remarkable occurrence, 

It seems that a prisoner in his court 
offered as bail Mrs. Sarah A. Hall, wife of 
the music publisher. 

“Can any one present identify you?”’’ 
asked the judge,

whereupon’ Mrs. Hall told him that when 
he taught school twenty years ago she was 


a teacher in the same institution, and that | 


he had then asked her to marry him. 

There .was a giggle in court, and the 
judge, making the best of it, said: 

‘‘And I suppose you are glad that you re- 
fused me?”’ 4 

‘Very glad, sir,’’ was the startling reply. 

Judge Duffy hastily accepted the bond 
and darted ont of the courtroom without 
his hat, followed by one of the officers, who 
carried it to him, 

The veteran police judge was never so 
badly rattled in all his life, and all New 
York is laughing over his discomfiture. 


A Jurist on Personal Rights, 


Judge Tuley, of Chicago, one of the oldest 
and best known jurists of that city, has 
written a letter to the Personal’ Rights 
league in which he makes. some rather 
startling statements. 

The judge says that when our laws 
abridge the personal rights of an _ indi- 
vidual in cases*not absolutely necessary for 
the benefit of the public, it is unjust and 
tyrannical legislation. He gives instances, 
When the police arrest without a warrant, 
and,on bare suspicion, persons not actually 
found violating. a law; when the police de- 
termine who shall and who shall not meet 
in @ public assemblage; when the police 
arrest a citizen and confine him for days 
without communication with his friends; 
when the police refuse to give a prisoner a 
chance to sue out a writ of habeas corpus, 
and when. sumptuary laws are passed, then 
it becomes the duty of citizens in every 
community to organize personal rights 
leagues and make a stand for liberty, 

These are bold words, but the old judge 
who uttered them is on the right track. 
With all our boasts of freedom, there is legs 
real liberty in this country than thexe is .in 
England. ietet 
| The liberty of the citizens cannoys hie Foo 
jealbtidl iduarded / We shave drifted away 


| from the customs of the better days of the 


republic, and arrogant officials, too often 
aided and endorsed by a mistaken press, 
have fastened upon our citizens a burden 
of oppression worse than anything known in 
the more enlightened monarchies of Europe. 

Judge Tuley fears that our tendency 
towards s:ate socialism and state slavery will 
lead to revolt, open defiance of the law and 
revolution. There is room for such a fear. 
Americans are not likely to forget their 
traditions, and they will, when provoked 
too far, rise in various communities and 
states and correct the mistakes of the law 
and the courts. It is easy enough to say 
that this is not right, but human nature has 
its limitations, and under a ‘burning sense 
of wrong will sometimes break through the 
cobwebs of the law. This may be all wrong, 
but we cannot alter the fact, 

In view of its suggestions, the letter of 
Judge Tuley is the most valuable deliver. 
ance that we have had from the bench ina 
long time. It is to be hoped that there are 
similar old fashioned judges to be found all 
over the country. There are some in this 
region.

The care that 
is bestowed on them amounts to sending 
around a squad of negroes every summer, 
with saws and ladders, to destroy all that is 
beautiful and picturesque in the boughs of 
the trees, 

No living person can give a good and suf- 
ficient reason for this ‘‘trimming,’’ 80 
called, which is only another name for a 
species of depredation. It would be inter- 
esting to know the origin of this barbaric 
custom, but it seems to be popular. It has 
been taken up by the ambitious little suburb 
of West End, and out there thé industrious 
negro slashers -do, not, hesitate to, trim’? 
trees that have beer. set only three or four 
years. . They proceed on no theory what- 
ever, but hack and hew off all the lower 
limbs promiscuously, following the practice 
of their town exemplars. 

There is no doubt that shade trees ought 
to be judiciously pruned, but why should 
Atlanta or any other town permit its most. 
beautiful and attractive feature to be prac- 
tically destroyed by a barbaric practice? 
Only the other day a beautiful little grove 
on Gordon street, in West End, was prac- 
tically destroyed by the slashing process. It 
is said to be ‘‘improved,’’ and no doubt it is 
in the eyes of those who have no apprecia- 
tion of the beauty and symmetry of trees. 

Let us hope that there will be a reform in 
this matter before long.

PARAGRAPHIC PENCILINGS. 


In 1852, while sojourning for a month or 


more in the city of New York, I attended a | 
week’s engagement of Edward Forrést at the” 
Broad Way theatet.” Forrest ‘was then at the 


zenith of his professional popularity and, like 
‘most young Americans of that day, I wasa 
trifle enthusiastic over the great American 
tragedian. I saw him in some of his favorite 
roles, sich as Metamora and Jack Cade, as 
well asinthe Shakespearean drama. [I was 
sufficiently critical, however, notwithstanding 
my comparative inexperience asja play-goer, to 
discover a certain crudeness, not to say harsh- 
ness, of manner that marred much of his act- 
ing. At times his vociferation was deafening, 
but his stalwart figure and his immense mus- 
cularity stood him in good stead in the rendi- 
tion of Macbeth or Othello. During the same 
month’s visit I had an opportunity of seeing 
Charlotte Cushman in Viola*and Romeo and 
was immediately struck with the vast dispar- 
ity which exists between the school of nature 
and the school of art. From what I then saw 
of Forrest’s acting I was thoroughly persuaded 
that he could in no wise interpret the melan- 
choly Dane and still less could he adequately 
represent the pensive and philosophic Jacques. 
In Hamlet, particularly, Forrest was far 
below Macready, nor, indeed, was he then 
the equal of the elder Booth, Edmund Kean 
and other dramatic contemporaries. He was be- 
yond any of these, however, the delight of the 
Bowery Boys, whom he rallied to his support 
in the Astor Place riot, a most disgrace- 
ful event,. inspired by professional 
rivalry. Unfortunately for the reputation of 
this so-called American Garrick, he lagged su- 
superfluous on the stage. Nevertheless, he 
continued tothe last fall of the curtain the 
idol of the pit and the favorite of the shilling 
gallery. 

The best physical culture is found in the 
doing of something really useful. The hori- 
zontal bar and dumb bells are less promotive 
of either health or gracefulness than the plow 
and the broom. If our purpose is to develop a 
race of Amazons ora generation of sluggers, 
then the present methods are proper; but if we 
seek to develop mothers after the New Testa- 
ment pattern, or daughters fashioned after the 
model of Solomon’s ‘‘virtnous woman,’’ then we 
might reform our educational system alto- 
gether. This may look to some as narrowness, 
but what itlacksin breadth it makes up in 
heighth and depth. :

This is eminently 
fitting, as its obvious drift is to execute 
the pet project of Garfield for the establish- 
ment of five or more negro republics on the 
south Atlantic and gulf coasts. Southern 
senators and representatives who favor it 
ought not to throw up their noses at the Lodge 
bill. As between the two, the Blair bill is 
most to be deprecated. The former is simply 
designed to meet a pressing emergency, and 
will pass away with the exigency that called 
it into being; the latter, if once adopted, will 
be hard to displace, because a rabble of oftice- 
holders will clamor for its perpetuity. 
With state elections and national 
education both in the hands of the 
federal government, we shall have paternal- 
ism ina form that would satisfy the greed of 
Bismarck. 

Justice Lamar, whose alumni address at the 
late, Oxford commencement was so highly ex- 
tolled, was a classmate of this writer more 
than fifty yearsago. In the same class were 
Hon. Joh W: A. Sanford) attorney-vereral of 
Alabama; W) A. Hanis, the long-time seere- 
tary of tha: Georgia senate > and Sam VW hite,. 
afterwards a distinguished middle Georgia phy- 
sician. Justice Lamar, or as we then called 
him, Lush, was a brilliant lad, and was con- 
spicuous in declamation. We met not a single 
time until after the lapse of fifty-five years.

‘He Takes ts Exception tothe Participation of 
‘»~ the Farmers’ Alliance in the Political 
Events of the Day. 


Gairrin, Ga., July 1.—[Special.}—Chair 
man Malaier, of the county democratic execu- 
tive committee, has created somewhat of a 
sensation by attacking the leaders of the 
Farmers’ Alliance in his address calling the 
democratic mass meeting. He goeson te y: 

"In this connection I take the liberty, as 
chairman of the democratic executive com- 
mittee, to make the fo!lowing short address to 
all democrats, and especialiy to all alliance- 
men who"are democrats. It is well known to 
you all that a measure is now pending before 
congress to control congressional elections, but 
the real effort of the republican party is to 
manipulate the vote in every southern con- 
gressional district so as to count in enough 
republican congressmen from the south 
to continue that party in power. If 
this measure should become a law the most 
direful consequences I fear will result. In 
view of the fact that such a crisis threatens 
us, it is all important that the democrats 
should stand together and present no issue to 
divide us. This we cannot hope to accom- 
plish if a considerable proportion of demo- 
crats band together for the purpose of controll- 
ing elections, and influencing legisJation, in 
the interest of any particular class. The dem- 
cratic faith and principals embrace all the 
pedple—the masses—and ‘any ‘effort to favor 
‘aily One class ‘against another, or ‘against all 
other classes, is contrary to the denocratic 
doctrine.”

THREE MEN SHOT DEAD. 


A Bleody Tragedy Near the Town of Mill- 
wood, 

Waycross, Ga., July 1.—[{Special.]—At 3 
o’cleck this afternoon, news reached Waycross 
that a tripple tragedy occurred at Millwood, a 
small station on the Brunswick and Western 
railroad, twelve miles east of Waycross. 

Your reporter at once left for the scene, and 
found Millwood ina terrible pitch of excite- 
ment over the killing of two of her best 
citizens. 

Last Saturday James Allen, a desperate 
negro, stole a Winchester rifle from Henry 
Smith, colored. 

Today a warrant was sworn out for his ar- 
rest. Justice of the Peace Charles Cowart 
aud Constable Joe Stardling, in company with 
Smith, found Allen about half a mile from 
Millwood, and attempted to arrest the villian. 
Allen; shot,Cowart,over the left. eye, killing 
him instantly, then shooting Stardling two 
inches below the nipple, from which he died 
half an hour afterwards. Snapping his gun at 
Smith it failed to fire. Smith in return killed 
Allen, with a thirty-eight Smith and Wesson.

“Gentlemen,” said the mayor, “I have been 
requested to preside at this meeting and intro- 
duce these distinguished gentlemen. You are 
assembled to hear them discuss the issues they 
propose to present in. this campaign.

I submit not only that it is 
the part of wisdom, natural and legiti- 
mate, that we should turn attention 
to the repeal of © these iniquitous 
laws, rather than to séek to remedy 
existing evils by enacting worse ones, 

“T am willing'to vote to repeal the banking 
laws—we can’t break down our entire financial 
system—I am ready to vote to destroy every 
trust and combine from old Hutch down to 
the devil. [Applause.] I had the pleasure to 
introduce a bill which provided that when- 
ever a trust was formed and satisfactory proof 
of that fact was furnishéd to the secretary of 
the treasury, it would become the duty 
of the president to put that article on 
the free list. I was told by some

: ‘lieve Carlisle has got to be an imbecile since - 


then, but I think that is a mistake. [Laughter.] 
I was told that if the Iaw could be passed and 
become a statute it would as long as it 
existed destroy these iniquitous things. My 
friend may ask why I'did@ not pass it.

So far as Tcquld, 
in oppositihn to these special partisan laws, 
I have raised my voice to denounce them as 
infamous, and I have sought to place in the 
statute vooks a law that would break up these 
trusts and monopolies, and I do wish we could 
sink them so deep that no bubble would rise to 
tell where the infamous thing went down.”’ 

Having thrown himself squarely upon his 
record, the judge began to talk about the 
Farmers’ alliance, which, he said, had arisen 
since the last democratic convention assembled, 
and formulated a platform. 

“IT don’t want to hurt anybody’s feelings,” 
said he, “for we have agreed to conduct this 
canvass like gentlemen. My friend says he 
became a candidate for the sake of harmony. 
What.harmony? In that order or in the dem- 
Iama partisan of the very 
deepest dye, because I believe democracy has 
laid the foundation of this government and 
brought us the wisest wisdom the country ever 
saw, and God being my helper its harmony 

am going to trive for. I want 
to say one thing .of the farmers 
organization. I rejoice as much as he that 
our friends have conceived the idea of acting 
and thinking for themselves. I am here to 
say without reservation that for these last 
twenty-five or thirty years the farmers of the 
country haye been proscribed. Invidious dis- 
tinctiongs have been made, against which I 
raise my hand and voice with as much earnest- 
ness and sincerity as my friend can. I rejoice 
that they have put their heads and hearts to- 
gether. In so far as the farmers’ organization 
as seeret has songht to benefit the social, 
intelleetual, agricultural and financial inter- 
ests of the state and to benefit the material 
interests of the country, I say Godspeed them 
in their efforts. As my friend knows, I was 
raised a farmer, toiled on a farm, and I have 
lived with these farmers. I have tried to farm 
every year since I becamea lawyer, and if I 
have lived fifty-six years and have got to run 
down to the footlights and scream out that 
<i was a farmer, and have not demon- 
strated that I sympathized with 
farmers, then.I feel that it is hypocrisy to 
make such a demonstration. Heaven will 
witness thatif Ihave had one desire in my 
heart—I know it, heaven knaws it, aud I hope 
the world knows it, that I have desired the 
good of the toiling masses of my people. 
[Applause.] 

“Now, what about this organization? The 
constitution declares ita non-partisan organi- 
zation. I want to say this and I don’t wish to 
be misunderstood. So faras taking care of the 
intellectual and social welfare and 
improvenients in agriculture is concerned, it is 
all well—but I say this not to attack the 
alliance—God pity the word that I should at- 
tack it—but I want to submit an illustration, 
in Methodism, among Baptists, Presbyterians, 
Freemasons—if you may, an organization in- 
side of an organization, that excludes every- 
body else, what becomes of your organiza- 
tion? [Applause.] 

“My friend, as an allianceman, has got a 
right to runfor congress. But, whereeyery man 
is a free man, subject to the duties of war and 
peace, don’t carry the influence of this order 
whege you go inside ofone partyto exclude 
the others when it comes toshaping policy.

THE STOC K MARKET. 


The Day on the Fiocor of ‘the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, July 1.—The stock market of to- 
day differed from those uf the past few “days only 
in its greater degree of dullness, the usual slight 
fluctuations being in an upward direction, and in 

hat measure giving comfort to the bulls. The 
indisposition to trade was never more pronounced 
on both sides of the account, but the general ex- 
pectation of a substantial upward movement 
after the holidays induces a desire to cover among 
the lighter shorts, to which the strength of the 
market is mostly due. Had the bears the neces- 
gary courage of their convictions in the present 
apathy of the bullish operators, a material] decline 
might be brought about, but this could only be 
done at the expense of a further increase in short 
interest, which has again grown to the propor- 
tions which it had attained after the rise on the 
silver excitement. With prospects of assured easy 
money for at least two months, and a large amount 
of funds seeking investment, inducements to put 
out short lines are not large, and trading for short 
account is now principally confined to covering 
operations. London, however, continues to be a 
buyer to a limited extent, and foreign purchases 
in the past few days have been sufficient to have 
some effect upon sterling exchanyze notes, while 
the attendance, both at the board and at the 
brokers’ offices,has shrunk to the smallest propor- 
tions. Professionals alone seem to have any ac- 
tive interest in the market, and that is directed to 
recouping former short sales. Today there was a 
languid interest in New England, Lackawanna, 
St. Paul, and trasts with special movements in 
Pulltmen, Pacific Mail, Hocking Valley and Edison 
general electric. The news of the day was, in the 
maii, favorable, and it is settled that freight rates 
in the west, northwest and southwest will be ad- 
vanced tomorrow, and early action upon the 
dressed beef question is expected on the part of 
the Central Traffic association. There was no 
breakin the strong front presented by the market 
until just toward the close, when Pacific Mail was 
aided down, and almost everything traded in 
yielded slightly, making the close dull but heavy 
at insignificant changes frum last night’s figures 
asarule. Pullman lost some more of its last Sat- 
urday’s sudden rise, and sugar refineries shaded 
off slowly in the face of the strength of the gen-
